“A modest funeral left, at three o’clock Wednes- 
day, the house inhabited by Mme. George Sand, at 
the extremity of the village of Palaixeau. The 
coffin, covered with flowers, contained the mortal 
remains of Alex. Manceau, one of our most distin- 
guished engravers, the secretary and the devoted 
friend of the illustrious woman who nursed him 
with maternal tenderness during his long illness. 
Manceau was forty-eight years old. The charms of 
his mind and the solid qualities of his heart had 
won him the affection and sympathy of all the 
guests of Nohant. He leaves remarkable works 
with which his name will be associated. He en- 
graved from pre Sand’s pictures the admirable 
illustrations of ‘Masques et Bouffons.’ We like- 
wise owe to his elegant and firm hand the engrav- 
ings of Couture’s likenesses of Beranger and George 
Sand, and admirable engravings of Horace Vernet’s 
pictures. Manceau likewise cultivated letters. 
Shortly before the performance of the ‘Marquis de 
Villemer,’ the Odeon brought out with success a 
piece in verse, ‘Une Journée 4 Dresde,’ of which 
Manceau was the author. Afflicted for some years 
with the consumption, he expired slowly and with 
perfect calmness. Manceau’s father (a porter of 
the Palace of the Luxembourg) and brother were 
the mourners. Numerous friends, among whom we 
noticed Maurice Sand (who gave his arm to his 
mother), Alexandre Dumas, Jr., Nadar, &c. fol- 
lowed the coffin. It was carried directly from the 
house to the village cemetery. There one of Mme. 
George Sand’s and our friends, M. Boutet, paid, 
in the name of all of us, a last adieu to the friend 
who had quitted us to fulfil his destiny elsewhere. 


It was probably for the first time the inhabitants of | 


Palaiseau saw the burial of a freethinker, unac- 
companied by priests and Latin prayers. We can- 
not too loudly compliment their tolerance and re- 
spectful bearing. Before the funeral moved, the 
commissary of police at Palaiseau informed the 
persons present that he had received orders to allow 
no speech to be made relating to politics or religion.

The 
character of the work does not require critical disqui- 
sitions upon various readings, or philological inves- 
tigations, yet the niceties of the original text are con - 
stantly adverted to in a way which puts the merely 
English reader in possession of some of the best re- 
sults of recent textual criticism. The author avows 
himself as belonging to that school in the Church 
of England which is termed “ Evangelical,’ and he 
is an advocate of the “ plenary inspiration” of every 
word of the original text of Holy Scriptare. The 
plan of the commentary is to present first a portion 
of the Gospel, in the authorized version, then fol- 
lows a general exposition of it, to which succeeds, 
in smaller type, a large body of notes upon the 
verses in their order. The present volume comes 
down to the end of the sixth chapter, and it differs 
from the author’s preceding ones, on Matthew, 
Mark, and Luke, in containing full explanatory 
notes on every verse of the portions expounded.

Among American theologians few names stand 
higher than that of Dr. Alexander, and his “ Isaiah” 
is generally regarded as the best testimonial of the 
vigor of his intellect and the extent of his erudi- 
tion. Nearly twenty years have elapsed since its 
first appearance, and it has during that period 
maintained an elevated place among the best 
modern specimens of biblical comment. The pre- 
sent is a complete and unabridged edition, edited 
by Dr. Eadie, of Glasgow. It has been printed with 
great care. The editor states that he has read all 
the sheets with attention as they passed through 
the press, and has corrected very many errors both 
in the Hebrew and English text of the original edi- 
tion. He earnestly commends the work, and reckons 
it “among the best commentaries on Isaiah of any 
age or in any language.’’ “In one word,’’ says he, 
“this transatlantic commentary is cautious and 
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reverent in its textual criticism—in its habitual de- 
meanor towards those words which the Holy Ghost 
teacheth ; it is no less expert, accurate, and felici-
